A Few Celebrated Females Who Have 
Run to Embonpoint, 
Paris Letter to London Truth. 


In looking the other day at the portrait taken 
of Mile. Georges, by Gros, when she was 
starring it before a house of Royalties at 
Erfurth, it occurred to me that I had never 
seen a butcher’s wife mieuxen chair. If the 
9 haan were not she would have 

n monstrously gross, her flesh being, accord- 
ing to the painting, lymphatic, and her out- 
lines wanting in fitmmness. Swift hated thin 
women. One of his grievances at Sir Arthur 
Acheson’s was being ‘‘always chid by Skinny- 
bonia, snip and lean,” It was thus that he 

ualified Sir Arthur’s wife. Here, in Paris, 
the term belle femme cannot be dissociated 
from a healthy embonpoint, The Princess 
Mathilde, when an undoubted beauty, was fat. 
But she had the sense not to go in for a small 
waist, and often wore a peplum, or draperies 
which enabled her to dispense with tight lacing. 
What spoils stout women is the stays, which 
displace the bust, pushing the bosom up 
almost to the neck, and forming vio- 
lent curves where there should be only gently 
swelling lines. In the eighteenth century stays 
were born at Versailles, where the human in- 
tellect was stunted by court influences, while 
sacaues aud Watteau dresses were patronized 
in Paris The neglected and pious Queen 
Maria Leczinska, had along, stiff waist, and 
the low spirits which a compressed liver oc- 
casions. She mistook her fits of the blues for 
religious aspirations, and so thought it virtu- 
ous to nurse them. ffrin—and, 
indeed, most of the other fair potentates of the 
salons—were fine women in the sense of stout- 
ness.

Pretty she certainly was, but she 
was tres peu sympathique, and one could un- 
derstand what a bore the King found her when 
the charm of novelty wore off. To keep her 
power at court, she had toresort to the expedi- 
ent of the Pare aux Cerfs. Had she been a 
joyeuse Commere, he would have probably re- 
gretted her when she died. As it was, he 
yawned on seeing the undertakers carry off her 
remains, and observed that la Marquise would 
have a bad day for her journey.

Bess, she, too, wore long, stiff stays of the liver- 
compressing kind, which may explain her sharp 
temper as she advanced in life, and the gloom 
which finally took hold of her. Nobody 
can be gay with a mart liver, 
nor permanently attractive without genu- 
ine gayety. A lean woman has some 
great advantages over a fat one. She can al- 
= find ready-made clothes to fit her, can 

k far and fast without fatigue, and is not so 
much inthe way in the pit or balcony of a 
theater. But her stout sister is not bound to 
crowd on all the furniture that fashion invents, 
Indeed, she must go in for simplicity of attire, 
Her flesh, to a great degree, clothes her, There 
is nothing so fearfully naked as lean beauty 
unadorned, Also, when side-teeth go, the 
cheeks of the stout or buxom matron do not 
fall in, nor do her theek-bones start out. Her 
skin is not wrinkled parchment, and as her 
face is ready to break out in dimples, she can 
smile without revealing that the art of the den- 
tist has stepped in to help her when nature 
failed.

CULLOM's QUEST. 

Senator CuLLom’s Special Committee has 
reached St. Louis on its way over the country 
collecting contributions of alleged testimony 
and of opinions from supposed experts in re- 
gard to proposed railway legislation. The re- 
sult will be a volume, or perhaps several vol- | 
umes, of stuff which nobody will ever read 
through or digest. Most of it has been pre- 
pared in advance in the interest of the railroad 
companies, and the purpose and effect of it all 
will be to delay action by confusing a simple 
question, or commit Congress to a stupid imi- 
tation of the futile dalliance of English states- 
men with the question of railroad regulation. 

Not an idea nor a theory will be advanced 
that has not been rehashed and thrashed over 
and over again in the musty tomes of chaff that 
have been printed as evidence collected by va- 
rious English Parliament committees in the 
last forty years. GLADSTONE himself was 
chairman of a select committee to investigate 
the question of railroad regulation as far back 
as 1844, and made no less than five reports on 
the subject, finally coming to the conclusion 
that competition and the intelligent interest 
of railway owners could not be depended on, 
and that regulation by the State was neces- 
sary to protect all concerned. From that day 
to this England has been experimenting with 
various high salaried Railway Commissions 
and Boards of Trade; some with Marquises and 
some with Dukes at their head; some clothed | 
legally with the authority and functions of ar- 
bitration assumed without colof of law by our 
Trunk Line Commissions; some armed with 
judicial authority to apply 4,000 separate acts 
of Parliament for the regulation of railway 
traffic, and to enforce their own decisions in 
the cases brought before them. Nothing of 
that sort has been suggested in this country 
that has not been tried in vain in England. 
Sir Ropert Peet, Mr. GLapstong, Lord 
CARDWELL, the Duke of Devonshire and the 
Marauis of Salisbury have all tried their 
hands at organizing some sort of Government 
Railway Commission that would answer the 
purpose of protecting the public from the mo- 
nopoly tendencies of railways and compelling 
them to obey the laws. The result is that now, 
when the ink is scarcely dry on volumes of testi- 
mony laid before Parliament showing the fail- 
ure of the present Commission, Mr. CHAMBER- 
LAIN, as the Board of Trade member of the 
Cabinet, can offer no more novel and hopeful 
suggestion than the institution of a new Royal 
Railway Commission, to be composed of the 
present one with two railroad representatives 
and two representatives of the trading com- 
munity added. 

The present English Railway Commission, as 
instituted by the Regulation of Railways Act” 
of 1873, is in fact a court, composed of three 
persons, drawing $15,000 cach per annum from 
the Treasury, one of whom must be versed in 
the law one a person of experience in rail- 
way ement. This court has undoubted 
power to arbitrate between different companies 
or between any company and its patrons; to 
pass upon one company’s right to run over 
another company’s track; to apply remedies 
where one trader complains of preferential 
rates or superior facilities accorded to another; 
to regulate the construction and equipment of 
roads, their stations, platforms, terminal facil- 
ities, etc., with a view to the interest and 
accommodation of the public; and, finally, 
to enforce its own decisions in all such 
cases. Let, with big salaries and all 
these powers, this Commission does not 
command the confidence and respect of the 
public, and though it advertises and begs for 
business, its seventh annual report shows only 
nine cases decided in a year, and these noarly 
all pertaining to local complaints of insuffi- 
cient accommodation, disputes between rail- 
ways, or grievances of no general interest. And 
to-day there is nowhere in the United States 
more complaint than there is in England of 
extortionate charges and of unjust discrimi- 
nations. 

Buta few years ago the railroads in this 
country fought hard against the appointment 
of State Railroad Commissioners. Now they 
want one in every State, and are begging and 
working for a National Railway Conmission— 
anything to stave off legislation which will 
enable the people to protect themselves by ap- 
plying common law principles to the regula- 
tion of inter-State commerce with adequate 
remedies.

to-day. Two years ago John Painter paid $150 per 
acre for a fifteen acre tract of land near the west- 
ern limits of the city, more thana mile from the 
river or railroad, and thought he was getting the 
land at a bargain at that price. The editor of the 
Posr-Dis raren knows nothing about the value of 
land in this section, and until he is better informed 
hoe should forever hold his peace.—[Cape Girardeau 
Democrat. 


ALBERT, president of the Board of Trade of 
Cape Girardeau, says the land they propose to sell 
the State is “one of the noblest building sites on 
the river between St. Louis and New Orleans, and 
is underlaid with fine quarries of blue limestone."
